Ramsay MacDonald, at the state dinner tendered him by the Government of | 
Canada, in the House of Commons at Ottawa. Mr. MacDonald’s fine message 
to the Canadian people, containing such a sincere and impassioned plea for 
international understanding. and a wll to peace, was I'stened to over the | 
radio by hundreds of thousands of people in this country and the United | 
States. That national service is now strengthened by the reprint of the full | 
text of Mr. MacDonald's speech, thus enabling pegple to read this message 
aga'n and ponder over it at theif leisure.

President Hoover, in October last. The subject of Roch Pinard’s address was 
“Canada Among the Nations,” and, like Premier MacDonald's speech, is one 
well worthy of the consideration of the people of this country. It will inten- 
sify a Canadian’s pride in, and love for his Domin‘on. Equally important, and | 
‘essential to:that pride and love, it will further impress upon all readers .the 
absolute necessity for the cultivation of understanding and goodwill among 
all classes of the Canadian population, based on knowledge, wh'ch alone can | 
render ineffect've those periodical appeals to passion and prejudice through 
which designing persons seek to sway the emotions of our people. Mutual 
understanding, mutual goodwill, mutual apprec’ation of each other's good 
qualities, must exist as the basis of peace and cordial ty of relations among | 
the various races which make up Canada’s cosmopolitan population. 

Domestic peace in Canada, it is hardly n any to say, is the first 
requirement if this» Dominion is to successfully: play the role of peace’ 
protagon’st among all the nations, and an effect've member of the League of 
Nations.

Proves Better Food Than Mixture Of 
Oats, Peas and Vetches . 
Silage from sunflowers proved a 
better succulent food than silage 
made from a mixture of oats, peas 
and vetches, for the wintering of 


| young sheep: at the Northern Ontario 


Experimental Station. For six years 
feeding tests were carried on dur ng 
the winter months w:th ‘lambs born 
the previous spring. The ration’ ot 
other foods was exactly the same for 
thirty- -day pe.iods each year. During 
the first five years of the test or ra- 
tion given to _.each lanib “ con- 
s'sted ‘ of. sileage, one pound, 
claver, hay, two. pounds, and 
gran one-half pound per day.* In 
1928, however, the amount of s lage 


\fed, was determined by the percentage 


of dry matter which it contained. The 
oats, peas and vetches silage, having 
|been found to contain less moisture, 
was afterwards fed at the rate of a 
pound per day; while the sunflower 
silage was fed at the rate of one and 


| one-half. pounds per day for each,

New Human Disease 


Caught From Rabbit 


Wear. Rubber Gloves When Dressing 
Wild Rabbit, Doctors Say 
Never eat a rabbit that you can kill 
w th a club, for it’s probably sick, ad- 
vises Dr. C. C. Ruhland, Commission- 
er of Health, in a statement issued at, 
‘Syracuse, N.Y. recently. And Tular- 
aemia, the disease that slows down 
the rabbit, can kill the hunter, for ac- 
| cording to American statistics, out of 
| 420 cases, 17 have ended fatally. Thus 
| the mortality is about 4 per cent. 
Generally the infection comes from 
dressing the animal, the germ enter- 
.ing the human hand. through an abra- 
sion, at the point of which an ulcer 
is raised. The onset of the disease is 
sudden, often occurring while the pa- 
tient is at work, and is character zed 
by headache, nausea, chills, excessive 
perspiration, body pains, prostration 
and fever. The latter symptom is al- 
ways present and continues for two or 
three weeks: : 
Talaraémia,. so named because it 
was discovered in a ground squ rrel in’ ’ 
Tulare County, Californ'a, is caused 
by a germ, Bacterium Tulareuse. Cas- 
es of the disease among humans have . 
been found in all parts of the States, 
excepting New England. Rabbit meat 
‘thorcughly cooked, however, is harm; 
less since a. temperature of 133 de- 
grees Fahrenheit kills the Tularaemia 
germs.

West Has Priceless Heritage 


Mag Se 


Saskatchewan might be termed 
the epitome of Canada’s Great 
West. No other Province has a more 
interesting population, for the fabric 
out of which that population has 
been woven contains threads of 
so many racial cultures. Of: the 
eight hundred and seven thousand 
souls recorded in the census’ of 1926, 
three-fourths are of British descent 
with English and Scots blood pre- 
dominating. Over half a million 
were born in Canada, and of these 
a small but notable sprinkling are 
of French-Canadian descent. Nine- 
ty-eight thousand were born in the 
British Isles. Continental Europe 
has added twenty-two racial strains 
of which the larger groups may be 
summarized as Slavonic (55,000), 
Scandinavian (20,000), Teutonic 
(20,000) and Romance (14,000).

Modern Astronomers: 
Records Collected By Early 


Indian Ruler | 
There: l'ved in India, in the seven- 


teenth century, a ruler known as Ma- 
harajah Jai Singh II., and being keen- 
ly interested in astronomy he evolved 
a series of structures which, though 
not now used for practical purposes, 
constitute the most unique’ astrono- 
m'cal instruments in existence. He 
appears to have collected all k’nds of 
astronomical books, and sent some 
workers to foreign countries to gath- 
er information. Having determined 
the kind of instrumehts required on 
which to make the necessary record- 
ing of the movements of the heavenly 
bodies, he selected five places in Ind‘a 
as the centres in which the observa- 
tions should be taken. The first. he 
built at Delhi, and then others in Jai- 
pur, Uiain, Benares and Mathura. - 
The observatories in Delhi and Jaipur 
have been carefully restored. In addi- 
t'on to a number of metal instruments 
he erected large masonry instruments, 
some of them as high as 90 feet. Very 
care‘ul records were made of the ob- 
servations of his staff of workers, and 
modern astronomers have exp-essed 
surprise at the valuable information 
thus col'ected. The ruler responsible 
for these interesting instruments died 
in 1743, and his w ves, concubines and 
science expiied w.th him on his fun- 
eral pyre.

!Must Occupy Arctic Before Owner- 


ship Is Proved, Says Norwegian 
Premier; 


Canada's pos tion with repasd ‘to 
ownersh'p to the Arctic archipelago is 
unaltered from the cla m reite ated in 
June, 1923, by Hon. Charles Stewart, 
‘Minister of the Interior, it was made 
known in Government circles’ at 
Ottawh. News despatches from Lon- 
don had intimated that Prem’er 
Mowinckel”,of Norway, contested the 
right of this country to mark out 
sectors of the Arctic as possessions -: 
in whch. Canada's. inte ests were 
paramount. “The Norwegian pre- 
mier asserted in a speech at Bergen 
that Norway adhered to the view 
that territory could be cla’med only 
when it had actually been occupied, 
and that since Canada had not oe- 
cupied all the Arctic, this country’s 
interests in unoccuped territory 
‘could not.be admitted, : 

That the opinions of Premier 
Mowinckel in this respect will not 
affect the right which ‘Canada 
claims to the Arctic islands north 
of the Canadian mainland, between 
longitude 60 and longitude 141, 
was flatly asserted by Government 
offic als. Several attempts had been 
made in the past to disprove Canada’s 


,ownersh'p' of that archipelago, but 


recognition was now general, and
